Cardinal Vanutelli Tells People 
of Quebec of Pope’s Regard 
for French-Canadians

WAS A GREAT RECEPTION 


Crowds Cheered the Envoy of 
the Vatican As He Passed 
i; Along the Streets 


Quebec, Sept. 2—“I know that the 


Catholics in Canada love the Holy 
Father and I wish to add that the 
Holy Father well knows their noble 
origin, the magnificent religious and 
patriotic epic they have lived, who 
knows above all, of the constancy in 
faith. I wish to add that the Holy 
Father has confided to me a mission 
which I have to fulfill. I. tell you 
that the Holy Father has you very 
near to his heart, that he has every 
affection for French Canadians, and 
that he blesses, you from the very 
depths of his heart.” 

This was the message brought to 
Canada from the Vatican by his Im- 
ininence Cardinal Vanutelli, who. ar- 


“rived in Quebec shortly after four 


o'clock yesterday afternoon and 
whom old Quebec received with regal 
welcome to judge from the immense 
crowds that spread over every avail- 
able spot. Every available window 
and roof from which a glimpse might 
be obtained of the papal legate, was 
crowded. Quebec, from the highest 
dignatiers to-the humblest son of the 
church, turned out to greet the Pope’s 
envoy, Hours before the Impress 
of Ireland, bearing his eminence was 
due at her wharf, Dufferin Terrace 
was packed with crowds, all eagerly 
glancing down the river to catch the 
first glimpse of the liner and the en- 
thusiasm at every point was such as 
to leave no doubt as to. the hearti- 
ness of the greeting. The progress 
of Wis Eminence from. the wharf 
through tle streets and during every 
phase of the day’s ceremonies*was one 
long echo andjre-echo of cheers. 


DUTY OF CHURCH

Such was the sentiment expressed 
by His Grace Archbishop Bourne, 
primate of the Roman Catholic chureh 
for all England, at a reception given 
in his honor by the Knights of Colum- 
bus in the separate school hall last 
night. Nearly four hundred of the 
laity of the Catholic Church in) Ed- 
monton and Strathcona were present 
to hear and to meet His Grace were 
charmed everyone with his distinct 
personality and:affable manner. Wil- 
frid Gariepy, Grand Knight of the 
Tocal branch of the order, presided, 

After being introduced by Mr. Gar- 
iepy, His Grace ‘made a delightful 
address in English, followed by a few 
words in French. He expressed his 
belief in the axiom “Sunny Alberta,” 
and stated that he was much pleased 
with the provinee, of which he ‘thad 
heard a great deal. He then proceed- 
cd to dwell upon ‘the work of the 
church, and pointed out what it was 
accomplishing in ‘the way of mould- 
ing a heterogeneous mixture into one 
great people. In closing he paid a

Harrison. Bound for Indian Harbor.

Philadelphia, Pa, Sept. 1.—The 
Philadelphia Association of — Retail 


Druggists has taken a step in the di- 
rection of safeguarding the health of 
infants and young children by refus- 
ing to sell soothing syrups. At a re- 
cent meeting the association adopted 
these resolutions: 

‘We, the members of the Philadel- 
phia Association of Retail Druggists, 
realizing the danger to public health 
by the indiscriminate sale by us of 
habit forming drugs, when present in 
proprietary or patent medicines, es- 
pecially that class of prepared ones 
included under the ‘soothing syrups’ 
and ‘comforters’ designed for the use 
of infants; and appreciating the earn- 
est efforts of the director of the de- 
partment of public health, and chari- 
tices of Philadelphia to limit the sale 
and use of these dangerous drugs. 

“Resolved, That members of the 
Phiiadelphia Association of Retail 
Druggists discourage the sale, unless 
ordered by a physician on prescrip- 
tion, of any proprietary of patent pre- 
Se AiOIN ontaining these habit form- 
ing drugs; and also 

“Resolved, That this association 
commend Dr. Joseph S. Neff, director 
of the department of public health 
and charities, for his carnest efforts 
to prevent this indiscriminate sale 
and use of such dangerous prepara- 
tions, and the members of this assoc- 
jation give the department every pos- 
sible aid and encouragement in this 
excellent work.”

GREAT BRITAIN 


Canadian Free Trade Movement 
Will Not Interfere With 
British Preference, Says 
Hon, R. Lemieux 


London, Sept. 2—Hon. Rodolphe 
Lemieux, interviewed by the Morning 
Post, said there was nothing in the 
free trade movement in Canada to 
interfere with British preference. 
Laurier’s speeches cabeled on Wed- 
nesday represented Canadian opinion 
exactly, Preference is the cardinal 
feature of the tariff, but Canada is un- 
ited with the motherland in heart and 
life is independent of all tariff ar- 
rangements. American immigrants 
into Canada are just as proud to call 
themselves Canadians as anyone.

JINTER-PARLIAMENTARY 
UNION CLOSES SESSION 


Passed Resolution Touching Lim- 
itations of Blockades and

Brussels, Sept. 2—The sessions of

POLICE GET WOODS, 
CHARGE IS MURDER 
Mounted Police! Caught the Man 


Charged With Killing Hector 
Murray 


Alix, Sept. 2—Detective Sergt. Tuc- 
ker, Constable Thorne, ‘Corporal Da- 
vis and Constable Nash, R.NAWALP. 
left town at six o'clock yesterday 
morning and Sharkey, a partner of 
Murray, accompanied them. ‘They 
overtook Clarke Woods, who struck 
the blow, and his companions, Carl 
Johnston, Fred Johnston, Jos. Setter 
and a man nicknamed Missouri, 33 
miles south of (Alix. ‘All ran for the 
brush, 

Tucker, Thorne and Sharkey pulled 
their guns and captured all but ‘Mis- 
souri, who got away in the heavy tim- 
ber. ‘The capture was made at 1.30 
and they arrived at Alix’ at ao p.m. 

At the inquest yesterday afternoon 
the evidence of Dr. Graham and E. A, 
Marshall was taken. It then adjourn- 
ed until ten o'clock Monday. ‘Ihe 
preliminary hearing will be after the 
inquest on Monday, 

The men did not know Murray was 
dead until they arrived in town. De- 
tective Sergeant Tucker stated this 
morning that all but Woods would 
be held on a vagrancy charge only in 
order to have them for witnesses. 
Woods is formally charged with mur- 
der. Woods’ age is 22, No statement 
will be made public by ‘the officers in 
charge. 

Brutal Murder Near Alix 

Alix, Sept. r.—A most brutal mur- 
der occurred six miles south of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific bridge across 
the Red Deer River on Wednesday af- 
ternoon, when a teamster named 
Woods struck Hector Murray, a mem- 
ber of the firm of Holmes, Murray & 
Sharkey, with a whiskey bottle that 
was two-thirds full, so that he died 
a few hours afterwards. 

Woods had been sent for a load of 
hay on Wednesday and on the way 
home he upset the load and refused to 
go back and bring it into camp, but 
demanded his pay instead. The fore- 
man refused to pay him until he 
Drought in the hay, but this he re- 
fused to do and went away in a tem- 
per. ; 

About 4.0 in the afternoon Woods 
with four other laborers, went up to 
Murray, where he was standing talk- 
ing to KE. H. Marshall, a G.I. P. en- 
gineer, and Stuyvesant, a sub-con- 
tractor, and said: 

Did I work ‘tive daya for you?” 

Murray replied that he knew noth- 
ing about it. Woods then demanded 
five day’s wages, which was refused. 
He then turned to his companions 
and asked them what tie had better do. 
One of them replied, “Get your 
money.” Whereupon Woods turned 
to) Murety and threatened to hit 
him with a quart bottle which he held 
in his hands, and which was two- 
thirds full of whiskey unless the mon- 
ey was forthcoming, 

Upon Murray’s again refusing and 
telling him to settle it at the camp, 
Woods struck him a blow on the tem- 
ple, felling him to the ground and 
turned and walked with his compan- 
ions to the river bank, where the five 
sat down and finished drinking the 
whiskey. Later they forded the riv- 
er and walked toward Ruske’s camp,

Shortage of Houses in the City 
at Present, Which Is a 
Good Sign

MANY HOUSES BUILDING

But They Won’t Be Ready Much 
Before Winter—Lots of Peo- 
ple Housekeeping Now

At present there is somewhat of 
a shortage of houses to rent within 
the city, particularly in the west end. 
According to one real estate dealer 
the shortage became more noticeable 
than usual around August isth and 
now the same agent thasn’t one house 
on his list, while many people enquire 
for houses daily. Other agents are 
having the same difficulty, ‘but one 
or two state that they find the supply 
Just about equal to the demand, and 
that there will also be sufficient 
to house those families which will 
come to the city before the winter. 

There are many houses in the west- 
ern part of the city which are in a 
state of construction and as many 
will be completed before long, it is 
hoped that the shortage will ‘be les- 
sened to some extent. 

A shortage of houses is a 
good sign, when it is considered 
that, according to one real estate deal- 
er, two or three years ago there were 
twenty vacant houses on one street, 
but it is decidedly inconvenient to 
those who have to walk the street and 
confab with the over-entenprising 
agents in order to secure a decent 
roof for themselves and families.

AGED MISSIONARY DIES 


Saddle Lake, Alta. Sept. 2—Mrs. 
H.-B. Steinhauer died bere yesterday 
at the ripe old age of 92 years, Mrs. 
Steinhauer was the wife of the late 
Rev. H. 8. Steimhauer, one of the first 
pioneer missionaries of the Methodist 
Church in he West, having come to 
the Norway House District in the 
early forties.

in the seminary yard, the pealing of 
bells and the cheering of crowds, the 
mayor having proclaimed a holiday. 

Disembarking at King’s wharf, the 
distinguished party was met sand wel- 

med by, Archbishop Begin, Bishop 
Roy, Mgr. 'Marois and other disting- 
wished clerics, the state being repre- 
sented Dy Sir Jette, representing 
Lieut.;<Governor Sir C. A. Pelletier, 
Sir L. Gouin, Premier, Mayor Drouin 
and members of the city council, Pres- 
ident GA.

THE CHINOOK LANGUAGE 
The Indian Jargon Which is Spoken 
Very largely in the Up-Country 
Districts of British Coiumbia 

At the end of a long day’s hunt af- 
ter some. strayed cattle, two horse- 
men rode up to a little shack, or log- 
hut, in the Shuswap country in Brit- 
ish Columbia. The elder of the two— 
a tall, thin, sun-bronzed Canadian, 
flung the reins on his horse’s neck, 
and, turning to the Indian who had 
come out of the shack to meet them, 
said: “Hiuak, hiu muck-a-muck.” ‘The 
Indian turned back into the hut at 
6nee. ‘What lingo is that?” asked 
the young Englishman, his /coimpe \ 
ion. “Oh, that’s Chinook. You'll 
soon learn it. What I said to him 
was.: ‘Quick, bring some food.’” This 
was the Englishman’s first introduc- 
tion to Chinook. 

In the early “forties, says T. D's 
Weekly, when the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany founded their trauing station at 

Jancouver, their servants had deal- 
ings with the Chinooks, a tribe of In- 
dians who lived in the Columbia Riy- 
er district. The language of the tribe 
was very difficult to learn, and very 
difficult to pronounce when learned. 
In consequence a kind of Chinook 
jargon was all that the traders could 
manage, and from this jargon which 
they spoke, a traders’ lingua franca 
used by all has grown up. When the 
gold rush to the Cariboo district took 
place, bringing a heterogeneous army 
of reckless fortune-hunters from all 
parts of the world, Chinook was very 
largely used in dealings with the In- 
dians, and developed in consequence. 
The language now consists of words 
from French, Fnglish,; Chinook, and 


Yother Indian tongues, and the speech

which originated in this way through | 


the intercourse of the Hudson: bay 
Company's servants with the Indians 
is still used, not only between the 
whitgs and the Indians, but also be 
tween the Indians of tribes speaking 
different languages. This conglom- 
orate trade language is similar in 
character to “pidgin” English, being 
made up of native and foreign words 
grossly corrupted. Most of the words 
are of Indian derivation, but some can 
be traced to Englist) and French 
sources. For example, the Chiyook 
word for clouds is “smock” (from the 
English smoke): an Englishman is a 
“King George man”; an American is 
a “Boston man,” a duck is a “kanard’ 
—this last being obviously taken from 
the French. The-great bulk ef the 
language is made up of distorted 'n- 
dian words. 

The spelling of Chinook is purely 
phonetic, and each man spells accord- 
ing to his own fancy. It is, however 
seldom written. All the words ar 
very much aspirated, gutturalized, and 
spluttered in speaking. Today, on the 
North-West Pacific coasts of Ameri 
ca, and in the up-country districts ef 
British Columbia,  fruit-farmers 
stock-raisers have to talk Chinook t¥ 
their Indian servants, who do -the 
work at most of the cattle round-ups 
and on the farms, as they all speak 
this lingo. Chinook may well be-des- 
cribed as the Esperanto of the Wes 
—'loronto Weekly Star.

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| THE TROUBLE-MAKER 

The last week of the Western Can- 
ada Baseball League season has been 
an eventful one, and also one which 
will tend to leave a bad taste in the 
mouths of Edmonton and Calgary 
fans. 

There are a number of good sports 
in Calgary,who decry the stand the 
baseball club of that city took and 
were not backward in stating that 
Calgary baseball club should not have 
taken its arbitrary stand on post-sea- 
son games. In the first place ft is an 
unheard-of occurrence to have post 
season games held all in one city. 
When Toronto and Columbus played 
off in 1907 for the Class AA cham- 
pionship, games were equally divided 
between two cities. Last October 
New York Nationals and Boston Am- 
ericans, who finished’ third in’ their 
respective leagues, played post season 
games in both cities. By what pre- 
eedent did Calgary take its stand? 

President Eckstrom, who must have 
spent nearly all Wednesday in a long- 
distance phone box, told the Capital, 
that when he said Calgary “was the 
logical place,” he did not say that the 
games should be played there. Cal- 
gary made.a big fuss about that phrase 
in the telegraim, in fact based their 
whole stand upon it, while in reality, 
it meant nothing at all. 

We really believe that President 
Middleton and his directors would 
have consented to split the series be- 
tween the two cities, but for Manager 
Carney. Carney seems to wield a 
powerful influence over the whole di- 
rectorate, and what Bill says, goes. 
He told them not to give in, and they, 
ignoring all the financial benefit of 
a post-season series, foolishly acceded 
to his demat:ds. We do not entirely 
blame the Calgary directors. ©The 
one man who has made a farce of the 
Western Canada League ending, who 
has practically killed baseball in Ed- 
monton and Calgary, is Win. Car-

And even with all his cleverness, his 
raking-up of technicalities, ete. he 
over-stepped the mark, and by. slip- 
ping up on Tuesday, brought — his 
house of cards to the ground.

Dear Sir: I beg to advise you that 
directors of the Calgary Club do not 
feel that they can make any change 
in the proposal for a post season 
series given you in my letter of yes- 
terday. As President Eckstrom does 
not seem inclined to back up our con- 
tention in the matter I do not see that 
we can come to any agreement. Un- 
less I hear from you to the contrary 
before 4 p.m. today, we will pay off 
our team and disband.

As this contention was ridiculous in 
the extreme, and as President Eck- 
strom was bound — to back 
up the claims of Edmonton for the 
pennant, as per his statements, Dea- 
con. paid off his men at 6 o'clock and 
the Western Canada League season 
was dead.
